to  him  most  judicious,  without  disparaging  those  who 
think  it  their  duty  to  pursue  a  difierenl  course.

think,  impress  every  benevolent  and  Christian  reader 
with  the  correctness  and  importance  of  the  writers 
views.  There  is  but  one  pwint  on  which  there  can  be 
any  difficulty.  In  relation  to  this  we  request  the 
attention  of  our  readers  to  the  following  remarks, 
which  have  come  to  us  in  connection  with  the  com¬ 
munications  to  which  we  have  referred. 

“Imposts  upon  the  charity  of  Episcopalians,  for 
general  purposes,”  the  writer  remarks,  “are  laid  very 
unequally.  It  is  surprising  how  large  a  proportion  is 
laid  upon  the  easily  accessible,  and  the  nobly  w’illing  ! 

A  very  limited  circle  of  ardent  friends  of  the  Church 
in  our  great  cities,  give  an  astonishing  proportion  of 
all  that  is  given  for  distant  and  general  objects.  How 
this  can  be  obviated  it  is  difficult  to  say.  To  make 
the  best  of  it,  and  to  rise  far  superior  to  such  a  sup¬ 
posed  disadvantage,  can  only  be  done  by  counting  it  a 
pi^ilet^e  to  be  so  situated  as  to  acquire  money  rapidly, 
to  know  of  a  thousand  admirable  ways  of  expending 
it  benevolently,  and  then,  to  make  it  a  matter  of  prin¬ 
ciple  how  much  is  given  to  each  worthy  object.  The 
friends  of  the  Lexington  Seminary,  aware  of  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  application  to  the  benevolent  in  our  great 
cities,  are  very  desirous  of  devising  some  way  of  equal¬ 
izing  and  diminishing  the  pressure.  They  have  thought 
of  limiting  their  solicitations  to  five  or  two  dollars 
from  a  given  number  of  friends;  or  of  raising  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  ten  in  a  large  number  of  parishes,  to  collect 
only  one  dollar  from  as  many  as  would  be  equal  to  the 
number  of  communicants  ;  or  to  employ  agents  in  ten 
or  twelve  dioceses  with  the  hope  of  raising  a  small 
6um  in  each,  equal  to  the  present  pressing  want.  Can 
some  such  plan  be  devised,  so  ns  to  secure  to  the 
Church  the  advantage  of  a  South-western  Seminary 
at  Lexington,  Kentucky  7” 

Forms  of  Prayer,  <f‘c. — In  a  review  of  Sidney’s 
Life  of  Rowland  Hill,  in  a  recent  number  of  the  Bibli¬ 
cal  Repertory,  published  at  Princeton,  the  writer  thus 
remarks: 

“  Mr.  Sidney  expresses  his  surprise  that  forms  [of 
prayer]  should  be  objected  to  in  tofo,  when  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  words  of  extemporaneous  prayer  by  those 
who  hear  it  makes  that  prayer  a  real  form.  There  is 
some  truth  in  this,  but  we  venture  to  suggest  the 
quere,  whether  too  much  argument  is  not  expended 
against  forms  qua  tales,  when  the  true  ground  of  ob¬ 
jection  is  the  scantiness  and  sameness  of  the  forms. 

Zealous  as  we  are  for  Presbyterian  order,  we  prefer 
the  English  Liturgy  to  many  forms  of  prayer  in  use 
among  ourselves,  especially  to  such  as  are  disfigured 
bv  low  slang  and  gross  offences  against  purity  of  lan¬ 
guage.  But  how  strange  the  notion  that  the  Book  of 
(’ommon  Prayer  exhausts  the  petitions  which  are  pro¬ 
per  and  desirable  in  public  worship.” 

The  ground  of  objection,  then,  is  reduced  to  the 
“  scantiness  and  sameness  of  the  forms.”  With  re¬ 
spect  to  this,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  affirming  that  j 
“the  Book  of  Common  Prayer”  has  a  greater  variety 
and  minuteness  of  petition,  than  is  to  be  found  in  the 
public  services  of  those  who  do  not  use  it 

With  respect  to  the  sameness  of  language,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  this  often,  if  not  generally,  occurs 
in  a  series  of  extemporary  prayers,  and  is  there  more 
offensive  than  in  a  form  where  simplicity  has  been 
studied,  and  in  which  every  word  irf  appropriate  and 
expressive.  We  are  willing,  however,  to  submit  this 
question  of  fact  to  the  test  of  impartial  observation. 

The  purpose  for  which  we  have  quoted  the  remarks 
of  the  Biblical  Repertory,  is  to  show  that  this  is  the 
only  one  which  requires  consideration,  and  that  objec¬ 
tions  to  forms  of  prayer  on  other  grounds  are  admitted 
to  be  untenable. 

In  connexion  with  this  subject  we  may  also  notice 
what  is  said  by  a  correspondent  of  the  Connecticut 
Observer  on  postures  in  prayer.  Of  the  evils  attend¬ 
ing  a  standing  or  sitting  posture,  he  thus  speaks: — 

“  It  is  undeniable,  Mr.  Editor,  that  it  is  a  deep  blot 
upon  our  Congregational  mode  of  worship,  and  a  very 
great  evil  that  praying  is  done  by  proxy,  while  the 
eyes  of  the  supplicants  are  holding  commerce  with 
the  world.  This  fact  ought  not  to  be  concealed.  The 
writer  of  this  article  can  well  remember,  as  he  was  in 
various  congregations  in  Connecticut  before  his  con¬ 
nexion  with  any  Church,  how  frequently  he  was 
shocked  by  this  staring,  bustling,  heartless  mode  of 
performing  what  was  called  prayer.  It  has  brought 
great  discredit  upon  us — is  an  offence  to  God :  and, 
whether  we  continue  to  stand  or  not,  this  wandering 
of  the  eyes  should  be  utterly  suppressed.” 

He  recommends  kneeling  and  adduces  the  example 
of  Paul  and  his  companions  recorded  in  Acts  xxi.  5  to 
prove  that  it  is  Scriptural  and  Apostolical.  As  the 
construction  of  “  houses  for  Congregational  worship” 
will  not  allow  of  the  adoption  of  this  posture,  he  re¬ 
commends  one  which  he  says  is  “  as  nigh  to  kneeling 
as  is  possible”  and  adds : 

“  Why,  then,  may  we  not  bow  our  heads  on  our 
hands,  and  thus  cut  off  all  cause  of  distraction  from 
the  sense  of  seeing  at  least!  We  do  not  literally  kneel, 
but  most  gladly  would  we  in  the  house  of  God,  as  all 
the  brethren  now  do  in  all  other  places  of  prayer,  if 
tlie  construction  of  our  Churches  admitted.” 

This  is  a  matter  of  much  practical  importance  and 
we  hope  that  the  teachings  of  experience,  as  expressed 
on  thisand  many  other  occasions,  will  not  be  disregarded.

Protestant  Church  in  Turkey. — The  following 
statement,  which  we  copy  from  the  London  Patriot, 
appears  worthy  of  confidence,  and  uncommonly  in¬ 
teresting.  A  community  of  Protestant  Christiana  in 
the  very  centre  of  European  darkness,  Turkish,  Greek, 
and  Papal,  may  yet  prove  as  important  as  interesting.

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  known,  that  in  that 
adjunct  to  the  Turkish  dominiona  the  province  of 
Wallachia,  principally  inhabited  by  Christians  profess¬ 
ing  the  Greek  Church,  there  has  for  many  years 
existed  a  small  body  of  persons  professing  the  principles 
of  the  reformed  religion.  They  are  principally  de¬ 
scended  from  Hungarian  Protestants,  who  accompanied 
Prince  Rakotzy  from  the  year  1690  to  1692.  Their 
number  has  however  been  increased  by  the  accession 
of  some  other  emigrants.  Although  unsettled  in  their 
abode,  and  almost  totally  deprived  of  the  benefits  of 
religious  and  other  instruction,  it  appears  that  they 
retained  their  adherence  to  the  principles  of  the 
reformation  till  the  year  18113,  when  Emeric  Schukei, 
a  pastor  among  an  interesting  body  of  Hungarian  Pro¬ 
testants,’’'  was  induced  by  Christian  sympathy  with  the 
forlorn  condition  of  those  who  were  connected  with 
him  both  by  religion  and  race  in  Wallachia,  to  leave 
his  country,  and  abandoning  every  thing  else,  to  devote 
himself  to  their  moral  and  religious  improvement.  He

Lot  us  establish  missionaries  among  our  own  negroes, 
who,  in  view  of  religious  knowledge,  are  as  debasingly 
ignorant  as  any  one  on  the  coast  of  Africa.  For  1 
hazard  the  assertion,  that  throughout  the  bounds  of  our 
synods  there  are  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  slaves, 
speaking  the  same  language  as  ourselves,  who  never 
heard  of  the  planof  salvation  by  a  Redeemer  !  Although 
these  may  not  worship  “Gre  Gree,”  they  worship  I 
“they  know  not  what,”  and  are,  I  say  it  with  shame 
and  sorrow,  as  debased  in  ignorance  and  vice,  ns  any 
idolatry  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  Lft  us  offer  the 
Gospel  first  to  them,  they  are  the  “  heathen.''*  Ami 
no  occasion  to  go  to  the  “  back”  parts  of  the  state  to 
find  such.  Go  to  Winyaw,  to  Waccamaw,  to  the 
Santees,  Waterees,  and  Pedees,  to  Black  Mingo,  to 
Horse  Shoe:  and  although  these  names,  so  familiar  to 
the  Carolinians,  do  not  sound  so  rhetorical  as  certain 
capes  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  or  certain  islands  of  the 
sea  ;  yet  do  the  sea  islands,  independently  of  the  “  back 
country,”  contain  more  souls  than  ever  yet*have  been 
visited  by  all  your  missionaries  who  have  gone  (and 
alas !  many  of  them  never  to  return)  to  the  coast  of 
heathen  Africa.

NEW  expedition  TO  THE  INTERIOR  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

The  interior  of  Africa. — It  would  hardly  be  credit¬ 
ed  were  it  not  a  well  known  fact,  that  the  continent 
of  Africa,  accessible  on  every  side  by  water,  is  less 
known  to  the  civilized  world  than  any  other  quarter 
of  the  globe.  Although  for  many  centuries  it  was 
the  focus  of  science,  literature  and  the  arts,  and  al¬ 
though  at  this  moment  there  are  European  or  Ame¬ 
rican  settlements  on  various  points  of  the  coast,  yet 
the  interior  is  a  vast  terra  incognita,  even  to  this  day. 
The  solution  of  the  problem  concerning  the  Niger, 
was  indeed  an  important  advance  upon  our  previous 
information,  and  is  perhaps  still  more  important  for 
the  impetus  it  will  give  to  other  researches.  To  say 
nothing  of  the  geographico-commercial  expedition 
since  sent  to  the  same  river,  and  in  which  the  lament¬ 
ed  Lander  has  lost  his  life,  we  perceive  that  an  ex¬ 
ploring  party  has  been  formed  at  the  Colony  of  the 
Cape,  for  the  purpose  of  penetrating  into  the  interior

Cholera  in  Texas. — Letters  from  Texas  announce  the  painful 
intelligence  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Henry  Coley,  an  F^nglish  gen¬ 
tleman  of  great  respectability  and  worlii,  who,  having  passed 
two  or  three  years  in  this  city,  went  out  to  that  couiilry  a  f«w 
nrumths  since,  with  a  view,  we  believe,  to  make  it  his  perma¬ 
nent  residence.  On  arriving  at  the  village  of  Goliad  or  Ivi 
Bahia,  on  the  29th  of  June,  he  found  the  inhabitants  suffering 
grievously  from  Cholera,  and  their  physician  dead.  His  be¬ 
nevolent  feelings  were  at  once  enlisted  in  their  behalf,  and 
waving  all  considerations  of  personal  safety,  he  determined  to 
render  them  assistance  by  his  own  personal  effitrts,  although 
he  knew  it  would  be  at  the  hazanl  of  his  life.  F'or  about  ten 
days  he  continued  his  practice  with  great  success,  and  was  the 
means  of  saving  many  lives.  But  at  length,  when  the  disease 
had  in  a  great  measure  subsided,  he  himself  was  attacked,  ami 
liir  want  of  medical  attendance,  sunk  under  its  influence, 
and  expired  on  the  15th  of  July,  after  an  illness  of  five  or  six 
day*.  His  nfllicUHl  companion  is  now  in  this  country,  and  he 
had  friend.s  in  this  city  who  mourn  his  departure  with  the  most 
poignant  sorrow.  He  fell  a  victim  to  his  own  Ijenevolencc, 
w  Inch  knew  m»  hounds  when  there  were  objects  to  call  it  into 
exercise.  The  Cholera  at  La  B-ahia,  we  learn,  w.a*  of  a  most 
malignant  character;  the  patients  sometimes  dying  in  two  iHUirs 
after  the  attack.  Instance*  occurred  of  person*  dying  on  the 
step  of  the  physician’s  door,  as  they  calleil  for  medicine.  The 
disease  was  prevailing  in  other  parts  of  the  province,  but  pre¬ 
cisely  to  w  hat  extent  we  are  not  informed. — Jour,  of  Com.
